ASSUMPTIONS:

1. Thepresent law projections for K-12 BASE aid assume that dl school digtricts will include 40% of
gpecid education funding in the BASE budget in FY2002 and FY 2003. SB94 has no impact on the
present law projections for specia education or the BASE budgets of school districts. Therefore,
SBY has no effect on state support for schools through direct state aid or guaranteed tax base aid.

2. The dstate special education appropriation for schoolsis assumed to be $33,899,850 annually for
FY 2002 and FY 2003. Of thisamount, $32,388,487 will be included in schoal digtrict budgets for the
purpose of caculating the maximum genera fund budgets of school digtricts.

3. SB9% increases a school didtricts budget authority for specia education from 153% of the state specia
education payment to 200% of the state specia education payment. Thisincrease will provide school
digtricts with up to $15,222,600 in additiond digtrict generd fund spending authority, which will be
funded through increases in property taxes or other loca revenues.

4. Asdigrict generd fund budgets rise, increased sdaries will lead to higher digtrict retirement costs and
undetermined increases in countywide retirement levies and state genera fund retirement GTB codts.
The current ate generd fund retirement GTB obligation is $20 million per year.

SBHA increases a schoal didtricts budget authority for specia education from 153% of the state specid
education payment to 200% of the State specia education payment.

Voter approval will be required for any increasesin loca property
taxes.
